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LONDON, Jan. 29.—The foreign of­ 
fice today again reiterated its denial 
of reports that Great Britain has of­ 
fered to surrender her concessions in 
China. 
Reports to this effect have persisted 
in countries outside of Great Britain, 
but it was learned today that the Brit­ 
ish proposals to China probably do 


not go beyond offering the Chinese a 
voice In the control of the British con­ 
cessions at Hankow and Tientsin. 
The Daily Express correspondent in 
Shanghai reported today that the Can­ 
tonese troops are withdrawing from 
Chekiang province and have abandon­ 
ed their threatened invasion of Shang­ 
hai.

ion, ( 2 ) norm al developm ent of the 
a n s, and (3) retains the proper posi­ 
tion and space for 
the perm anent 
teeth. Therefore it is all too evident 
w hat the result will be when they are 
perm anently lost, as the succeeding 
perm anent teeth will not take their 
respective places in the dental arch 
until a certain definite tim e regard­ 
less or when the deciduous teeth are 
lost.

At the tim e of birth there are at 
least 44 teeth in process of develop­ 
ment, 20 deciduous and 24 perm anent. 
The deciduous teeth erupting (coming 
through the gum) between the ages af 
seven m onths to four years of age, 
nature beginning to absorb the roots 
and they begin to get loose and come 
out a t the age of six years for the 
front one to ten years of age for the 
back ones. However, the first perm a­ 
nent tooth erupts back (posterior; of 
a 1! the deciduous teeth aud at the age 
of six years, a few' m onths before any 
of the deciduous teeth are lost. Hence 
the three reasons for the necessity of 
retaining deciduous teeth until nature 
causes them to be lost. 
As stated above, the deciduous teeth 
are developing 
before the child 
is 
born, and the only way they can ob-, 
tain the necessary m aterial for their 
developm ent Is from 
the nutritional 
system of the m other, making it al­ 
together necessary that the mother be 
supplied w ith m ore nutritional m ate­ 
rial than is absolutely necessary for 


ber well-being, but since 
the 
tooth 
structure is composed alm ost wholly 
of the various m ineral salts, such as 
calcium, potassium , sodium, sulphur, 
etc., It is evident th at the digestible 
food of the prospective m other as well 
as of the child, m ust 
contain these 
elem ents 
in 
th eir proper digestible 
com binations, which are not found in 
any appreciable am ounts in many of 
the pre-digested foods sold in the mod­ 
ern grocery store, and in much of the 
so-called pasteurized m ilk and butter.

pure raw milk, eggs, 
fruits, vegetables such as lettuce, spin­ 
ach, onions, etc., whole w heat bread, 
brown rice, brown sugar, etc.

which form on the neglected surfaces, 
thereby protecting the germ s of fer­ 
m entation which have a soluble effect 
on the tooth structure. 
This starchy 
plaque 
which is so destructive 
to 
tooth structure Is very often respon­ 
sible for the w hite mucilaginous sub­ 
stance visible around the necks of the 
teeth, and is rath er soluble In fruit 
Juices, especially orange juice. 
T hat 
is why 
the 
teeth seem to be “on 
edge" after eating fruits. 
It is only 
a cleansing of tooth surfaces, w hleu 
should be followed 
by 
a 
thorough 
brushing of all the teeth. 
Any habit 
once form ed is not easily broken, es­ 
pecially in young children when the 
mind and actions are easily suscepti 
hie to the formation of lasting hab­ 
its. 
lf deciduous teeth become defective 
to the extent where infection occurs, 
then they should 
be 
extracted, be­ 
cause the infection will do m ore harm 
to the general health of the child than 
it. Is possible for the teeth to do good. 
All teeth with abscesses, w hether de­ 
ciduous or perm anent, should be ''x- 
trscted, unless otherw ise decided by 
a com petent dentist. 
U nless m echan­ 
ically Injured, all teeth w ith absces­ 
sed conditions can be avoided by prop­ 
er and early attention.

TEETH IN RELATION TO HEALTH 
•DECIDUOUS TEETH 


(E ditor’s note—The following is 
the first of a series of articles on 
various phases of dentistry, pre­ 
pared by a representative of the 
E ast Liverpool-W ellsville Dental 
society. 
Future articles will ap­ 
pear in Saturday editions-.) 


The deciduous teeth are commonly 
known as “baby teeth ” or “tem porary 
teeth,” being 20 in num ber, IO above 
ana 
IO 
below, and are present for 
three distinctive purposes: (I) prop­ 
er nutrition of 
th e child wbich is 
wholly dependent on proper m astica­ 
tion, (2) norm al developm ent of tho 
jaw s, and (3) retain s the proper posi­ 
tion and space for 
the perm anent 
teeth. T herefore it is all too evident 
w hat the result will be when they are 
perm anently lost, as the succeeding 
perm anent teeth will not take their 
respective places in the dental arch 
until a certain definite tim e regard­ 
less of'w hen the deciduous teeth are 
lost. 
At the tim e of birth there are at 
least 44 teeth in process of develop­ 
ment, 20 deciduous and 24 perm anent. 
Tho deciduous teeth erupting (coming 
through the gum) between the ages jf 
seven months to four years of age, 
nature beginning to absorb the roots 
and they begin to get loose and come 
out a t the age of six years for the 
front one to ten years of age for the 
back ones. However, the first perm a­ 
nent tooth erupts back (posterior; of 
all the deciduous teeth and at the age 
of six years, a few months before any 
of the deciduous teeth are lost. Hence 
the three reasons for the necessity of 
retaining deciduous teeth until nature 
causes them to be lost. 
As stated above, the deciduous teeth 
are developing 
before the child 
is 
horn, and the only way they can ob­ 
tain the necessary m aterial for their 
developm ent is from 
the nutritional 
system of the m other, making it al­ 
together necessary th at the mother be 
supplied w ith m ore nutritional m ate­ 
rial than is absolutely necessary for

of the various m ineral salts, such as 
calcium, potassium , sodium, sulphur, 
etc., it is evident th at the digestible 
food of the prospective m other as w'oll 
as of the child, m ust 
contain these 
elem ents 
in 
their proper digestible 
com binations, which are not found in 
any appreciable amounts in many of 
the pre-digested foods sold in the mod­ 
ern grocery store, and in much of the 
so-called pasteurized milk and butter. 
The foods necessary for good teeth 
are sdch 
as 
pure raw- milk, eggs, 
fruits, vegetables such as lettuce, spin­ 
ach, onions, etc., whole w heat bread 
brown rice, brown sugar, etc. 
Of 
course, 
the 
deciduous 
teeth 
should be thoroughly brushed very fre­ 
quently in order to keep them as free 
as possible from the starchy plaq es 
which form on the neglected surfaces, 
thereby protecting the germ s of fer­ 
m entation which have a soluble effect 
on the tooth structure. 
This starchy 
plaque 
which is so destructive 
to 
tooth structure is very often respon­ 
sible for the white mucilaginous sub­ 
stance visible around the necks of the 
teeth, and Is rath er soluble In fruit 
juices, especially orange juice. 
T hat 
is why 
the 
teeth seem to be “on 
edge” after eating fruits. 
It is only 
a cleansing of tooth surfaces, whlcn 
should be followed 
by 
a 
thorough 
brushing of all the teeth. 
Any habit 
once form ed is not easily broken, es­ 
pecially in young children when the 
mind and actions are easily suscepti 
hie to the formation of lasting hab­ 
its. 
lf deciduous teeth become defective 
t i the extent where infection occurs, 
then they should 
be 
extracted, be­ 
cause the infection will do more harm 
to the general health of the child than 
it is possible for the teeth to do good. 
All teeth witli abscesses, w hether do- 
e duous or perm anent, should be ''X- 
trscted, unless otherwise decided by 
a com petent dentist. 
U nless m echan­ 
ically injured, all teeth w ith absces­ 
sed conditions ran he avoided by prop­ 
er and early attention.

journalism in Chicago are up in arm s. 
They have keenly resented produc­

The author of the new play, which 
reveals C hicagos m urderers as idols 
aud its ju rists- and newspapers as 
more or less idiots, spent only a few 
weeks~bere as a reporter, it has been 
charged, and leaders, in the attacks 
on th e play point out that her know­ 
ledge of actual conditions in the “city 
by the lake” are limited. 
W ord has been received in Chicago 
that the nam e of the play, at least 
when it is taken into the “sticks.” wi ■

changed to “Nev: York.” 
Chicago police have just completed 
a survey which shows Chicago has 
30.000 crim inals and crooks. 
There w ere more than 300 m urders 
in Chicago in 1926 and during that 
year there were more than 2,COO rob­ 
beries. 
25,000 Bootleggers. 
It is estim ated there are more than 
23.000 bootleggers in Chicago. 
It costs Chicago more than $3,000,- 
000 each year to fight criminals. 
Chicago’s new est and moot sensa­ 
tional crim inal Is a bandit who has 
attacked and robbed more than 200 
women, according to police. 
Because he w ears solft-soled shoes 
and creeps up behind his victims he 
Is known as “The Cat.” 
He operates in the early -evening on 
dark side streets and ail of his at­ 
tacks and thefts have beeu against 
women. 
Sneaking 
up from 
behind 
“The Cat” throws his arm s around 
his victims, attacking them and rob­ 
bing them of jewels and money. 
Several of his victim s have been 
badly beaten. 
Several suspects have been arrested 
and held in jail but because the at­ 
tacks and thefts continue it is believ­ 
ed by the authorities the real “C at” 
Is still at large. 
Activities of Chicago’s m a S'Mne-gun 


crim inals have become so frequent 
and so daring that police have at last 
been forced to adopt machine guns as 
a weapon. 
Several scores of the deadly wea­ 
pons have been received by the Chi­ 
cago police departm ent and officers 
w yi be especially drilled in use of J 
the guns. 
Machine Gun Training. 
P art of the training given the ma-1 
chine gun squads will be in using tnc 
I weapons while traveling in automo- 
1 biles at a high rate of speed. 


A specialty of the gangs.els Is to 
use these guns from 
swifty-movlng 
cars and Chief of Police Morgan Col­ 
lins is anxious to have several squads 
of officers so trained that i*ey may 
pursue the m achine gun crim inals and 
give them a lively fight in a machina 
gun and autom obile battle. 
A number of Chicago policemen who 
saw service in the W orld W ar and 
became proficient in the use of ma­

A re tu rn of 
the' old-fashioned a rt of sound, funda­ 
m ental thinking would clear the p re ­ 
vailing fog th at has mettled upon tho. 
lives of so m any moderns. In other 
words, our day’s offenders are sinners 
m erely because they a re 
fools. 
In­ 
stead of railing a t the habits of "tao 
younger generation,” let us point the 
finger of scorn a t th eir heads. T on­ 
sorial an d sartorial engrossm ent lins 
usurped intellectual interest. 
T his principle is proved by the cur­ 
re n t attitu d e tow ard w hat the Bible 
calls “tem ptation.”

Break-down of “Noblesse Oblige.” 
Strikingly, this sort of, m oral a n ­ 
archy commonly affects 
the

levels of the social structure, and not 
the basis. 
It is not the industrious working 
m an who sw aps wives by way of the 
divorce c m r t, but the m an of wealth 
and leisure. 
This stupid self-indul­ 
gence. which was the fashion in Zulu- 
land before ever it became the vogue 


in Newport, is one of the curses of 
prosperity. People have acquired .sud­ 
den riches w ithout at the came time 
acquiring com m ensurate brains an i 
spiritual discernm ent. 
As Rome rot­ 
ted at th e.to p , so the gangrene that 
eats at our own social life seems rank­ 
est am ong those from whom self re­ 
straint and fine conduct should mo,;', 
reasonably be expected. As ever, it is 
the great bulk of Godfearing plain pee 
pie who are th e m oral reservoir of 
the nations’ strength. 
While our world's way is to tranr- 
late "tem p tatio n ” into also-called sa­ 
cred thing nam ed “self-expression” tho 
Bible way, the Christian way, the in­ 
telligent way is to regard temptation 
as an ever-present downward tug and 
pull in life th at is to be resisted by all 
the resources of God enabled 
m an ­ 
hood. 
The Bible has a great habit of call­ 
ing things by th eir name. It recog­ 
nizes fully the existence and universal 
prevalence of tem ptation. No more 
vivid picture of this force in man 
which m akes for debasem ent and un­ 
righteousness h as ever been painted 
than m ay be found on the pages of Sf.

blad : au d blue.” 
At all costs, and by 
ceaseless struggle, he retained the 
cham pionship for his soul. 
How the M aster Mastered. 
One of the hig h points in the d ra ­ 
m a tic life of J e s u s w as the T em pta­ 
t io n in the W ilderness, which followed 
His baptism. 
A fter suprem e exalta­ 
tion, cam e depression. 
Apart from 
man, in the stony w ilderness amidst 
the wild beasts, Jesu s trained him ­ 
self for His suprem e conflict with 
the Adversary. 
Forty days H e fasted and prayed: 
for self-denial in the lesser desires o r 
the flesh stre n g th e n s the spirit fu­ 
tile great em ergencies. In rap t com­ 
munion with th e F ather. Jesu s forti­ 
fied H im self for the great test. 
The 
Christian who neglects prayer a u l 
Scripture is not the one best able to 
resist the onslaughts of the tem pter. 
Three times Jesu s w as assailed by 
a great “If—for all tem ptation roots 
down into a questioning of 
God's 
word and of God, command th at these 
stones be made bread,”—this w as the 
old appeal of physical appetite, strik ­ 
ing the hungry Jesu s at what seemed 
His w eakest point. 
"lf Thou wilt bow down to me and 
worship m e”—th is was the appeal to 
reach the M aster's goal by a short ca!.

CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—A strict code 
of ethics governing the recruiting of 
prep-school football talent has been 
adopted by sixty representatives of 
the ten big universities of the western 
conference, In session here. 
to put “teeth” in the code, the new 
agreement provides: 
Each candidate aspiring to athletic 
achievements will be required to sign 
and abide by th© code, declaring him­ 
self as to his eligibility. 
Any one found guilty of violating 
the code will be summarily dealt with 
by the president of the university. 
The code itself, concerning the re­ 
cruiting of athletes, follows: 
1. 
Scholarships, loans and remis­ 
sion of tuition shall Mot be awarded on 
a, basis of athletic skilhand unofficial 
granting of financial aid by Individ­ 
uals, alumni, organizations or others 
whose primary object in granting aid 
shall v he considered as subsidy to ah 
athlete and unethical. 
2. 
Athletic directors and coaches 
shall not by initiation correspond, dis­ 
tribute literature or by personal In­ 
terview of their own seeking attempt 
to recruit prospective'athletes. It shall 
be considered legitimate for coaches 
and directors in speeches, answers to 
inquiries or casual conversation to 
point out what they believe to be the 
advantages of attending the universi­ 
ty they represent. Coaches and direc­ 
tors shall be of active influence in dis­ 
couraging questionable recruiting by 
alumni students and organizations. 
3. 
Alumni and students as clubs, 
fraternities, informal groups or indi­ 
viduals shall scrupulously follow the 
same rules of conduct as expected of 
coaches and directors regarding re­ 
cruiting of athletes and shall also do 
all in their power to prevent 
viola­ 
tions by oth irs. 
They shall vigorously oppose un 
reasonable and unfair rushing of pros 
pective athletes that will deprive them 
of free and deliberate choice. They 
shall recognize that the resorting to 
questionable recruiting methods is a 
manifestation of disloyalty and poor 
sportsmanship. 
4. 
General or field secretaries of 
alumni associations and similar offi­ 
cers should be particularly careful to 
refrain from recruiting activities. 
5. Prospective athletes shall not be 
promised employment by the athletic 
department. After matriculation they 
may be employed in necessary work if 
paid on a regular and reasonable scale 
and if they give full service.

.County Auditor Walker 
Points Out Provisions 
of State Law. 


Out of 70 taxing districts in this 
county, only 34 appropriation budgets 
have been approved by County Audi­ 
tor Elmer E. Walker.

far failed to file their budgets show' 
log cash balances on hand in all funds 
at the close of the last calendar year, 
and their appropriation legislation.

TEETH IN RELATION TO HEALTH 
-DECIDUOUS TEETH 


(E ditor's note—The following is 
the first of a series of articles on 
various phases of dentistry, pre­ 
pared by a representative of the 
E ast Liverpool-W ellsviile Dental 
society.

The deciduous teeth are commonly 
known as "baby teeth" or "tem porary

At the time of birth there are at 
least 44 teeth in process of develop­ 
ment, 20 deciduous and 24 perm anent. 
The deciduous teeth erupting (coming 
through the gum) betw-een the ages jf 
seven m onths to four years of age, 
nature beginning to absorb the roots 
and they begin to get loose and come 
out at the age of six years for the 
front one to ten years of age for the 
back ones. However, the first perm a­ 
nent tooth erupts back (posterior) of 
al! the deciduous teeth and at the age 
of six years, a few' m onths before any 
of the deciduous teeth are lost. Hence 
the three reasons for the necessity of 
retaining deciduous teeth until nature 
causes them to be lost. 
As stated above, the deciduous teeth 
are developing 
before the child 
is 
horn, and the only way they can ob­ 
tain the necessary m aterial for their 
developm ent is from 
the nutritional 
system of the m other, making it al­ 
together necessary that the m other be 
supplied w ith m ore nutritional m ate­ 
rial than is absolutely necessary for 


ber well-being, but since 
the 
tooth 
structure is composed almost wholly 
of the various m ineral salts, such as 
calcium, potassium , sodium, sulphur, 
etc., it is evident th a t tho digestible 
food of the prospective m other as well 
as of the child, m ust 
contain these 
elem ents 
in 
th eir proper digestible 
com binations, which are not found in 
p.nv appreciable am ounts in many of 
the predigested foods sold in the mod­ 
ern grocery store, and in much of the 
so-called pasteurized milk and butter. 
The foods necessary for good teeth 
are Bilch 
as 
pure raw milk. eggs, 
fri its, vegetables such as lettuce, spin­ 
ach, onions, etc., whole w heat bread, 
brow'U rice, brown sugar, etc. 
Of 
course, 
the 
deciduous 
teeth 
should be thoroughly brushed very fre 
qucutly in order to keep them as fre** 
as possible from the starchy plaq es 
which form on tho neglected surfaces, 
thereby protecting the germ s of fer­ 
m entation which have a soluble effect 
on the tooth structure. 
This starchy 
plaque 
which is so destructive 
to 
teeth structure is very often respon­ 
sible for the w hite mucilaginous sub­ 
stance visible around the necks of the 
teeth, and Is rath er soluble In fruit 
juices, especially orange juice. 
T hat 
is why 
the 
teeth seem to be "on 
edge" after eating fruits. 
It is only 
a cleansing of tooth surfaces, which 
should lie followed 
by 
a 
thorough 
brushing of all the teeth. 
Any habit 
once form ed is not easily broken, es­ 
pecially in young children when the 
mind and an io n s are easily suscepti 
hie to the form ation of lasting hab­ 
its. 
lf deciduous teeth become defective 
t i the extent where infection occurs, 
then they should 
be 
extracted, be­ 
cause the Infection will do more harm 
to the general health of the child than 
It is possible for the teeth to da good. 
All teeth with abscesses, w hether do- 
c!duous or perm anent, should be ~x- 
trected, unless otherw ise decided by 
a com petent dentist. 
U nless m echan­ 
ically injured, all teeth with absces­ 
sed conditions ran be avoided by prop­ 
er and early attention.
